He Caiims to be the suc- 
cessor to Dowie, a place now held by 
Voliva. 


Zion, which proclaims its religious 
nature from every building and flies 
its faith from flagstaffs, is being 
turned over to lawlessness, the suit 
alleges.

The decision to commit the govern- 
ment to this undertaking came with 
passage by the exceptionally large 
vote of 251 to 165 of the revised Nor- 
tis-Morin bill to create a Muscle 
Shoals corporation to be charged with 
operation of the properties for fixed 
nitrate production and the sale and 


disposition of surplus power not need- 
ed in such work. 

Standing Vote. 
. The vote, taken by membérs stand- 
ing <nl being counted by Speaker 
Longworth, was unusual in that 414 
were accounted for, the largest num- 
ber participating in a house vote in 
years. Only 15 of the present mem- 
bershir of 431 were absent, there now 
bein, four Vacancies as a result of 
deaths.

CICERO, FINCH, 81, 


WATCHED OVER FOUR MASTERS 


Reminisces on Civil War Days 


Times have changed since Cicero 
Finch foraged chickens out vf. back- 
yards for his young masters, when 
he was fighting under Lee’s banner in 
the war between the states. Cicero, 
who is an S8l-year-old negro, has just 
returned from the Confederate reunion 
at Little Rock, and Wednesday re- 
called a few war-time happenings. 

Cicero said that during the conflict 
he ‘would stand guard for his young 
masters and let them sleep, and was 
glad to do so, because he had prom- 
ised his mistresses before he left home 
that he would “take care of her boys.” 
At other times food, always scarce. 
would get searce and Cicero would 
so out foraging. He said that he al- 
ways asked for provisions, but if ther 
were not forthcoming he would wait 
until everyone was in bed and then 
go back and pick a few chickens from 
their roost in the trees. 

Times have changed 
left his home in Jackson county to} 
join his young masters in Virginia 
just after the battle of Harper's Fer-| 
ry. He left home walking and only at! 
rare intervals did he get a ride and 
then in a buggy or wagon. The trip 
was one of hardship and took two 
weeks to make. 

Cicero was in the Battle of Peters- 
burg, and said he was “right there 
when the Yankees blowed us south- 
erners up with their trap, and I lost 
one of my young masters in that bat- 
tle.” His four young masters were! 
Charley, Ben, Jim ‘and John Finch, ! 
of Jackson county. all long since de-| 
censed, and it was Ben Finch who was 
killed in the Battle of Petersburg. 
After the war Cicero returned to 

Finch plantation but was free.

Tribute From a Great 
Master to Another 
One—Now Gone | 


(From the Savannah Press.) 

Among the notable addresses deliv- 
ered before the Medical Association of 
Georgia yesterday was that of Dr. de 
Schweinitz, the famdéus Philadelphia 
ai > 

THWe latter part of his address was 
on scientific subjects, and was appre- 
but the first 
part contained a tribute to the late 
Dr. A. W. Calhoun, of Georgia. 

This was one of the most eminent 
men who ever practiced medicine in 
Georgia. He was a matriculate in 
the Jefferson Medical college, of Phil- 
adelphia, and graduated with honors 
GO years ago. He went from Newnan 
to Atlanta, where he built the founda- 
tion for his future career, where his 
suceess was immediate, anid there 
gathered about him an extensive ¢li- 
entele, the most extensive that the 
south has ever -known. From all 
around the patients came to seck the 
aid of his skill, and no one, rich or 
poor, sought his help in vain; 

As Dr. de Schweinitz said, he re- 
stored to hundreds the priceless . her- 
itage of sight, and no greater gift 
was ever given to man to aid his fel- 
lowman. It is a notable thing that 
he acquired his early training at the

The meeting between Sammy Mandell and Jimmy MecLarnin for the 
weight title throws its tradition back forty-one years, to the first 
international battle between McAuliffe, of America, and Carney, of Eng- 
land, im the Seventy-fourth round two weary ringmen fell together and 
the pattle was called a draw. Either could have been used as a prize 
specimen of hamburger steak after the show. In 1893, McAuliffe finally 
turned over his title to Kid Lavigne. Three years later, June 1, 1896, 
Lavigne stopped Dick Burge, the British champion, in the seventeenth 
round, to amalgamate the crown for which Mandell and MecLarnin are 
to swing punches in New York. Frank Erne beat Lavigné and then, 
Joe Gans, probably the greatest lightweight in ring history, stopped Erne 
in a minute and a half, to hold the crown until Bat Nelson nailed him 
in the twilight of his career at San Francisco, on July 4, 1908.

How shall the American farmer 
meet these changed conditions and ow 
solve his problems? Mr. Lewis asked, 
adding: “By legislation, but only 
by legislation which bears directly 
upon more important problems.” 


Moving on to the discussion of 
comparative advantages of the south 
and the west in marketing products 
the speaker pointed out that the. ad- 
vantage which seems, in some ways, 
to be enjoyed by the west at the pres- 
ent time does not arise from a greater 
advantage of position for the south 
is much nearer the great American 
and Kuropean markets than is the 
west and the reason that the south 
does not, in some instances,. get its 
share of these markets is due to the 
fact that southern farmers have not 
realized the advantages of industrial- 
ization of agriculture and have not co- 
operated with their neighbors as they 
might have. 

The southern farmers have been 
“going it alone” too much and one of 
the results of this lack of combina- 
tion is excessive importation of food- 
stuffs into southern states which has 
detrimental effects not only upon the 
farmer but upon the consumer as well, 
Mr. Lewis told ths. members. The 
consumer's dollar must pass through 
many hands when he buys imported 
food and the profits which are taken 
out of it are not taken by the farm- 
ers near him but by~ many middle 
men. 

Modern Methods Urged. 


If the American farmer is to keep 
up with American business he must 
adopt its methods and _ agriculture 
must be industrialized as it has been 
in several European countries, nota- 
bly Denmark. Fortunately, he point- 
ed out, this industrialization process: 
will doubtless be aided by the leaders 
of certain big American business con- 
cerns who realize that the prosperity 
of the country can be assured only 
by the stabilization of agriculture on a 
paying basis. 

Citing suggestions made by a gov- 
ernment official as remedies for the 
poor marketing of Florida citrus 
fruit products, the speaker said that 


these suggestions while madé@ prima- 
rily for the bettering of certain unde- 
sirable conditions in Florida could 
well be applied to the marketing prob- 
lems of other southern states. some 
of the general suggestions applicable 
to problems in Georgia as well as 
Florida were: The organization : 
growers cooperative societies under 
the Capper-Volstead law; control the 
flow of products into the markets; 
the elimination of waste in growing 
due to disease and inefficient plant- 
ing; establishment of clearing houses 
for meeting of growers, shippers and |, 
capitalists; elimination of duplication | 
wastes in marketing and the conduct- | 
ing of advertising campaigns. 
Returning to a discussion of the 
efficiency of the Danish farmers’ co-

In summing up, Mr. Lewis reem- 
phasized the facts that: the southern

interest and make an honest effort to 
help agriculture reorganize itself on 
a business basis that will put it’ or 
an equality with other industries,” 
Mr. Atkinson in his prepared speech 
addressed the members on “Deceutral- 
ization of Industry.” 

Agriculture has lagged behind in- 
dustry, Mr. Atkinson stated, because 
it is still dependent largely upon 
“expensive man power and animal 
power,” while industry has multi- 
plied the productive power of man 
many times through the aid of ma- 
chinery. “Man operating a machine 
must supplant man with a hoe, in 
agriculture,” he said. 

Decentralization of industry is also 
needed to help in the rehabilitation 
of agriculture, he stated. The loca- 
tion of new industries in the smaller 
communities over the state will pro- 
vide “larger home markets for the 
products of the farm, increased opper- 
tunity for employment, opportunity 
for more diversified farming, increas- 
ed profits for the farm itself, and 
better farm living conditions,” he ex- 
plained. 

Both the decentralization of indus- 
try and the opportunity for farmers 
to increase production by the aid of 
mechanical power depend upon _ the 
availability of cheap electric power, 
Mr. Atkinson stited. He said that 
his company was doing everything pos- 


: sible to extend this advantage to all 


parts of the state, predicting that “the 
time is not far off when practically 
every community, large and small, and 
nearly every square mile of the area 
of the state will have cheap power 
available, all receiving the same qual- 
ity of service and at the same rates.” 

Mr. Atkinson praised the Georgia 
association for its efforts to intro- 
duce business methods on the farms 
through crop diversification and the 
State College of Agriculture at Athens 
for its work in educating the youth 
in improved farm methods. 

Concluding his address, Mr. Atkin- 
son said, “As a citizen, I want to 
do my part in helping Georgia agri- 
culture to get on a paying basis. I 
intend to continuously devote what 
time and energy I can to that result 
as long as I am able to do any work 
at all.” 

State College Work. 

“The Georgia State College of Agri- 
culture has not only believed in, but 
at its inception 20 years ago but into 
practice a farming program on the 
college farm which speaks for itself,” 
Professor Fitch declared in his ad- 
dress, ,4At no time has more than 20 
acres been devoted to cotton. Farm 
receipts since the beginning of the col- 
lege have amounted to $236,774. Of 
this amount 13 per cent has been de- 
rived from cotton and 87 per cent from 
livestock.and livestock products. Dairy 
receipts have accounted for a large 
part of this S7 per cent. The college 
farm has returned a net profit every 
year except one when a drouth from 
April till October destroyed all feed 
stuffs. 

“If we had wanted to we could not 
have afforded to carry a message out 


over the state which conflicted with, 
the actual practice we were following. | 


So from the first the extension forces 
have stood squarely on a program for 
Georgia, which included dairying and 
dairy feeds, a permanent place for 


| hogs in reasonable numbers and poul- 


try products sufficient to supply our 
own needs and some to sell. 
Results of Work. 

“Some results of our dairy extension 
work are here summarized, the data 
coming from SS counties where we 
bave county agents: 

“Purebred dairy bulls brought in 
during the past two vears, 554. 


“Scrub and grade bulls disposed of, | 


1,579. 

“Grade and purebred cows brought 
in, 6,456, 

“Purebred dairy bulls now in these 
counties, 1,648 or 18 to the county 
reporting. 

“Many bulls placed since the figures 
were obtained, 

“In one county since January 1, 
1928, nine bulls of service age, out 
of R. ef M. and medal-winning cows, 
hgve been placed iv community cen- 
ters. These sires have records averag- 
ing over 550 pounds of butter fat in a 
year, Similar projects have been car- 
ried on in many other counties.” 

“Twenty years ago the average pro- 
duction of Georgia cows was about 80 
pounds of butter fat a year. The ex- 
tension forces of the college have been 
able to carry information and assist- 
ance on better feeding and breeding 
methods which have been largely re- 
sponsible for bringing this figure up to 
142 pounds of butter fat per cow. This 
means new wealth from the dairy cow 
each year, even if we make no further 
progress, of approximately thirteen 
million dollars,”

“With increasing wealth and popu- 
lation rapidly expanding, as both are, 
there will be an ever-increasing de- 
mand for farm products in the north 
and west. Increasing industrial de- 
velopment in the south will also in- 
tensify this demand. 

“It is essential also that the busi- 
ness men of the towns and cities of 
the south should recognize that a 
great responsibility rests upon them 
to help create a local market for farm 
products. It may be a little easier for 
them to handle western stuff than to 
buy and sell locally raised products, 
but every increase in the demand for 
local products will increase the pros- 
perity of the farmers and of the com- 
munity alike, for prosperous farmers 
in the surrounding territory mean 
prosperous towns and cities. . « «+ 

“It has been charged that a large 
proportion of southern farmers are 
shiftless and do not live at home as 
much as they should, but to a large 
extent depend upon western foodstuffs 
and feedstuffs.
